Most farms carry a low reserve of feeds three to seven days sup- 
ply. Under present conditions, it is good business for every farmer 
to buy his feeds in larger qtiantities than he has been buying tiem 
heretofore. Under present conditions, feed manufacturers cannot 
gildrantee prompt delivery to grain dealegs. Consumers ¢an help 
thelr dealers, themselveg, and the war effort by buying their feeds 
in larger quantities. This menns that the grain dealer can go to 
the farm with a full load. Time, Ipbor, tires and gas will thus be 
caved, These items mean much to our country at war,
